Die 
syfer twee miljoen gee n goeie idee van die fenomenale uitbreiding 
van die Diens en laat n mens terselfdertyd nadink oor n feit wat 
nie so ooglopend is nie - die gefnspireerde idealisme van die Direk- 
teur en sy personeel, sonder wie se dryfkrag en organisasievermot 
dit nie moontlik sou gewees het nie. Om net bloot twee miljoen 
boeke aan te gekoop het, is nie so n groot prestasie op sigself 
nie, maar om hierdie twee miljoen boeke dwarsoor die Kaapprovinsie 
aan lede-biblioteke, depots en skole te versprei, verg organisasie 
op n groot skaal. Baie geluk, mnr. Friis en personeel-- u ywer en 
toewyding strek die Kaapse Provinsiale Administrasie tot eer. 

In die lig hiervan klink die bewerings van die skryfster van 
wA Plea for Open Minds" n bietjie oordrewe. Uit twee miljoen boeke 
kan almal sekerlik genoeg vind om hulself te amuseer en te leer. 

Ons onderskryf ook nie die onderliggende sentiment van die skryf- 
ster se opmerkings nie. In weerwil van haar opinie oor die ,low 
level of the unenlightened public", wil ons tog n lansie breek vir 
daardie arme stommerik - die Massaman. Van bakboord na stuurboord 
word hy uitgekryt vir sy gebrek aan idealisme, kunssin, musiek- 
waardering; vanwet sy stompsinnigheid, sy liefde vir cowboy-verha- 
le, seksstories en rillers. Hy het geen ,worthwhile interests" 
nie! 

Maar, wie is hierdie mnr. Massaman? Is hy nie miskien die per- 
soon wat die voortbestaan van ons diens moontlik maak nie? Is hy 
nie dalk die belastingbetaler wat geld voorsien om boeke te koop 
nie,:en aan wie se vlyt die ontstaan van die intellektuele snobisme 
te wyte is nie? Daar kan geen ontwikkelde klas wees wat nie op n 
bre® basis van arbeiders rus nie. 

En is ons nie almal massamense in sekere opsigte en omstandighede 
nie? Die groot musikus 1@ miskien die mees platvloerse massasmaak 
aan die dag op die gebied van die handel, perdewedrenne of Kretaan- 
se kuns. Die uitstaande matematikus toon waarskynlik nog minder 
smaak wanneer dit oor die skilderkuns of oor Astek mitologie gaan. 
Die mees briljante intellek kan nie n deskundige oor alle onderwer- 


pe wees nie. 
Mnr. Massaman, wat waarskynlik nie die tyd en geld gehad het of 


die intelligensie besit om ,worthwhile interests" na te streef nie, 
verdien meer simpatie as wat hy van mej. Epstein kry. Laat ons 
onthou dat biblioteke nie alleen vir die patrisitrs van die intel- 
lek ingestel is nie, maar ook vir sy plebejers.

nie dat ons nou net hier ingetrek het nie; daar is nog niks gedoen nie" 

Verstaan u die posisie? Dis begin Januarie 1960 en op 29 Februarie 1960 
moet die Kollege open Daar is niks, totaal niks. Het u n idee hoeveel 
probleme en moeilikhede daar is, wanneer jy net twee maande het omn kollege- 
biblioteek tot stand te bring? 

Die Kollege sou die ou Bellville-Suid Laerskool tydelik gebruik. Vir die 
biblioteek is een klaskamer 30 x 40 voet afgestaan. Hierin moet daar rak- 
ruimte wees vir ongeveer 10,000 boeke, lees- en sitruimte vir ongeveer 20 
Studente, minstens twee kantore en spasie vir die uitleentoonbank, ens Pas 
dit nou in, in daardie klein ruimte. Dit is net onmoontlik. Na baie pleit, 
soebat en dreig, word daar uiteindelik nog so n klaskamer tot die biblioteek 
toegevoeg Nou kos dit kopkrap en beplan om alles doeltreffend in te ruim. 
Eindelik is n plan opgestel en aan die Publieke Werke Departement voorgelé®. 
Hulle vind dit goed en onderneem om die nodige veranderinge aan te bring, 
die rakke en toonbank te verskaf Dit is reeds al middel Januarie. Gaan 
hulle die werk betyds klaarkry? Ons was baie kleingelowig en benoud, nie- 
teenstaande die versekering dat dit wel betyds klaar sal wees. 

Eindelik daag die werkers op. n Deur word tussen die twee klaskamers in- 
gebreek, kantore word afgeskort met glas, ligte word verander en alles vlot, 
maar die toonbank bly weg Rakke word aanmekaar gesit en gerangskik. Dis 
alles goed, maar waar is die boeke wat daardie rakke moet vul? 

Op n dag in Februarie daag die Rektor op met n kartonnetjie boeke vir die 
biblioteek Drie eksemplare van Shakespeare, n paar uitgawes van "Ons Eie 
Boek" en "Standpunte", n paar onderwysverslae en opvoedkundige boeke. Daar 
staan hulle op die rakke. Die begin van n kollegebiblioteek! 

Ten einde raad, het ons intussen die Direkteur van Biblioteekdienste van 
Kaapland genader om hulp Hy verstaan ons penarie en bied aan om aan die 
Kollege die nie-blanke naslaanboeke van die Sentrale Naslaanafdeling te 
leen. Wat n uitkoms Dit is alles vakliteratuur. Heelwat Afrikaans, 
Engels, asook sosiologie en geskiedenis maar dit voorsien nog gladnie in die

vereistes van die Kollege nie. Die boeke word gehaal en op die rakke gerang- 
skik, Daar staan dit, n pragtige vertoning, ongeveer 7,000 boeke netjies in 
hul plastiese omslae Dit lyk al nan bibliotekie 

Die Departement van Onderwys, Kuns en Wetenskap; het van die Universiteit 
van Suid-Afrika n lys van basiese werke vir die biblioteek gekry en bestel 
Daar is egter instruksies aan die boekhandelaars gegee dat die boeke nie 
voor middel Februarie afgelewer moet word nie Die idee was toe nog dat die 
Kollege nie so gou sal open nie. Telegramme is aan die handelaars gestuur 
om dadelik en gouer die boeke te stuur. Ons wag en al wat opdaag is die 
boeke, Eindelik daag n besending boeke op. Die faktuur makeer. Weer n 
telegram en n week later eers die faktuur Die boeke word uitgepak. vol ver- 
wagting. Wat n teleurstelling, dit is net regsboeke, statute van die Unie 
van Suid-Afrika, boeke oor ekonomie en handel, en ons het net een student in 
handel en geen studente in die regte nie n Week voor die openingsdag en 
nog n besending boeke daag op. Meer boeke oor ekonomie en handel, maar daar 
is etlike boeke oor wysbegeerte, sosiologie en sielkunde en so n paar mgel 
se boekies. Die dosente wat intussen opgedaag het en met verwagting en hoop 
leef dat die boeke sal arriveer, kom kyk. Nee wat, dis boeke vir gevorderde 
studie, vir die derdejaars kursus nie vir die eerstejaars nie. Wat nou ge- 
doen. Kan daar nie plaaslik n hoeveelheid boeke gekoop word wat aanpas by 
die verskiilende kursusse nie? Nee, daar is nie meer fondse beskikbaar nie 
Daar moet gewag word vir die nuwe begroting in Maart Stel u die toestand 
voor. Intussen bly ons aimal kalm. 

Die Vrydag-nag 26 Februarie brandstigting aan die Kollege. Gelukkig tref 
dit nie die: biblioteek nie, alhoewe. die brand net iangsaan was 

Maandag 29 Februarie die openingsdag. Die toonbank daag eindelik op voor 
die verrigtinge Ons is die ene spanning, wat gaan die publiek se reaksie 
wees oor die "biblioteek"? Ons weet daar gaan alle soorte mense wees, die 
gene wat kom uit belangsteliing, die wat kom kritiseer, die wat kom foutvind 
en die wat sommer kom 

Na die opening in die saai stroom die mense wit en bruin na die kollege en 
direk na die "biblioteek”. Die ore word gespits om die aanmerkings te hoor. 
Dis verby Gode sy dank Daar word met lof gepraat van die goeie boeke, 
die netjiese bibliotekie, en ons stoot die bors effe uit en glimlag weer. 
Ons spog maklik met geleende vere. Baie dankie, mnr. Friis, u het ons gered 

Dit kiink lofwaardig; maar beantwoord die boeke op die rakke aan die 
behoefte van die kollege en die studente? Ons s@ reguit NEE. Dit skiet ver 
tekort aan die minimum vereiste van n biblioteek Ons besef dit, maar kan 
op die oomblik net stadig voortgaan en opbou. Wat het ons nodig vir hierdie 
inrigting, die eerste van sy soort? Wat is die behoeftes van sy studente? 
Is dit anders as die van die blanke universiteit? Ons mening is beslis JA 
dit is anders 

In die eerste plek moet ons onthou dat die studente oorwegend behoeftig 
is Hulle kan die teksboeke nie bekostig nie en daarom verwag hulle dat die 








biblioteek voldoende eksemplare sal h@ sodat dit sal kan voorsien in daardie 
behoefte In die tweede plek moet ook onthou word dat die studente aan die 
nie blanke skole nie n behoorlik toegeruste biblioteek tot hul beskikking 
gehad het nie, en dus nie almal weet hoe om n biblioteek, of verskillende 
katalogie te gebruik nie Die studente moet dus opgelei word om die biblio- 
teek te gebruik en nuttig te gebruik, sodat hulle nie tyd mors deur onnodige 
dinge na te lees nie Die huistaal is oorwegend Afrikaans, maar meeste van 
die studente het hul opleiding in Engels ontvang Die klasse word deur 
medium Afrikaans gegee Om in hierdie behoeftes te voorsien is onmoontlik 
vir n biblioteek wat net twee maande tyd gehad het om tot stand te kom. Ou 
gevestigde universiteitsbiblioteke kan dit moontlik doen 

Daar was en isn ander groot probleem Die min teksboeke tot ons beskik- 
king Die enigste uitweg was om die uitieen te beperk tot 24 uur per boek 
Die gevolg was (a) n lang waglys (b) die boeke is vir langer gehou en die 
student betaal ewe gelukkig n 1/- boete om die boek vier dae te hou Dit is 
tot sy voordeel Die enigste raad was om die boete tot 1/- per dag op te 
skuif Dit het nog nie gehelp nie Die enigste oplossing is meer boeke 
Dié is dan ook dadelik bestel maar dit neem van vier tot ses weke voordat 
dit afgelewer word Sodra dit aankom word die "bibliotekaris" oorval met 
versoeke van dosente om tog asseblief voorkeur te geen aan sy boeke. 

Dosente is oor die algemeen baie tegemoetkomend, en verstaan, maar hulle 
wil darem baie graag hul boeke op die rak h@é Ons probeer maar ons bes, en 
probeer maar wees ons bes, en probeer maar kalm bly 

Die grootste probleem is personeel Wat was en is die personeel vir die 
biblioteek? Ek wil nie s@ niks nie, want dit sal nie reg wees nie ‘Laat 
ons verduidelik 

Daar is n senior lektor in Biblioteekkunde aangestel aan die kollege 
Omdat daar geen bibliotekaris is nie het hy tydelik ingewillig om te help om 
die biblioteek tot stand te bring en in orde te hou Toe blyk dit egter dat 
daar geen ander personeel van enige aard is nie Die posisie is dus dat die 
senior lektor die volgende werkies moet verrig. Die boeke bestel, ontvang, 
kontroleer, aanteken in die aanwinsregister, katalogiseer, klassifiseer, en 
op die rak plaas Met die hulp van die bode is die boeksakkies en die 
datumvelletjies ingeplak Hy moet ook by die toonbank waarneem en die stu 
dente help in alle opsigte, soos registreer as lede van die biblioteek, 
lenerskoeverte uitreik ens. ens. Daarby het hy nog lesings en twee middae 
per week praktiese klasse. Dink u dit is moontlik vir een persoon? Ja, maar 
dan kan hy nie goeie werk lewer nie. 

Die hoop beskaam nie en na etlike verto@ is daar eindelik deur die ower: 
hede ingestem dat so iets nie kan aangaan nie, en is meer personeel beloof. 
Ons vertrou dat die persone eersdaags diens; aanvaar Intussen moes die 
senior bibliotekaris ook nog sy eie tikwerk doen. Dis nie'om te kla nie, 
ons verduidelik net die groeipyne van. so n beginbiblioteek 

Nieteenstaande al die moeilikhede vorder ons nog altyd, en probeer ons om 





sowel dosent as student tevrede te stel. Ons kan dan ook nie anders nie as 
om te meld van die ywer wat die studente aan die dag 1@. Ons waardeer hul 
vrymoedigheid en bo alles die besef wat hulle openbaar deur te verstaan dat 
ons nie in alles nou kan voorsien nie, maar wel in die toekoms. 

Daar word baie gebruik gemaak van die biblioteek, nie alleen as studeer 
plek nie maar die boeke sirkuleer geweldig. Nie net teksboeke nie maar vak- 
literatuur oor alles en nog wat Dit is dus vir ons n plesier om die stu- 
dente tot hulp te wees. 

Nou dat ons boekevoorraad stadig vermeerder is die ander probleem al 
dadelik rakspasie. Waarheen? Daar is geen ander oplossing nie, dan om maar 
boeke tussen die van die Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens uit te soek. wat ons 
meen nie van belang is nie, en dié terug te gee aan die Biblioteekdiens, met 
n baie dankie daarby, om piek op die rakke te maak vir ons eie boeke. 

Die nuwe biblioteek word beplan. Hopelik sal dit begin 1962 klaar wees, 
nee dit moet klaar wees, want die ander geboue sal dan ook klaar wees. Ons 
Sien vooruit na daardie dag. 

Van sommige private persone het die biblioteek reeds etlike boekdonasies 
ontvang. Hierdie boeke is om redes hierbo genoem nog nie op die rakke nie, 
behalwe waar die boeke van so n aard was dat ons dit dadelik kon gebruik het 
Ons wil aan daardie persone baie dankie se vir hul donasie en daarby voeg 
dat dit n navolgenswaardige voorbeeld is. Sommige universiteite het ook aan 
ons gratis eksemplare gestuur, en in sommige gevalle teen n baie verminderde 
prys aangebied. Ons is daarvoor ook baie dankbaar. Boekhandelaars in Kaap- 
land het ook reeds boeke geskenk. Aan almal ons dank. 

Die ideaal is om n behoorlik toegeruste biblioteek met die tyd op te bou, 
daarom is alle boeke welkom Ons wil graag sien dat die biblioteek nie 
minderwaardig sal wees nie, maar n sierraad vir die biblioteekprofessie. 
Ons gun dit ons Bruinmense Reeds beskik die biblioteek oor n voliedige 
stel Huisgenote, en etlike Africana stukke. 

Hoe lyk dit, staan daar nie op die biblioteekrakke in Kaapland en elders 
boeke wat u nooit aan raak nie en wat ons studente met vrug kan gebruik nie. 
Ons dink hier veral aan geskiedkundige werke soos "Records of the Cape Colo- 
ny" en so meer. Dit is baie welkom. 

Die hele petalje laat my dink aan n grappie van n bobbejaan wat in die 
warm seeppot geval het, toe s@ hy "nou is die tyd om koel te bly, Danie, koel 
bly". So bly ons ook maar koel en gaan maar stil-stil aan, vorentoe. 








A PLEA FOR OPEN MINDS 


It is a common occurence in a library to-day to hear the complaint that 
there is simply nothing to read. As this is as often heard in a library 
filled with shelves of gaily covered books as in a meagrely provided ong it 
seems difficult to understand until one realizes that what is meant is merely 
that there is not enough of the particular type of book which that reader 
usually favours 

Very few people realize that a library cannot buy every single book in a 
particular genre if it has to satisfy most of the tastes of the majority - 
it has not the space nor the funds, and most important, every book does not 
conform to the criteria set by the librarian and/or the book selection com- 
mittee 

Generalising, there are 2 types of readers, whatever the genre - those who 
read uncritically and accept anything and those who discriminate. Now pub- 
lishers on the whole are primarily businessmen who cater for a demand eschew- 
ing worthwhile standards if profitable enough. They unfortunately’ capita- 
lise particularly on the first group who accept anything however low the 
standard, especially in the romance, western and thriller category. And 
although the second group is critically alert, nevertheless its members, 
despite bad reviews and scathing write-ups, still wish to read the book to 
judge for themselves This is particularly pernicious in the case of the 
prolific, established, popular authors e.g. Spring, Goolden, Yerby, who 
produce pot-boilers whose level is lower than that of their bestsellers, 
merely to cash in on a waiting public. Naturally this constitutes a problem 
for the conscientious librarian, who seeking to avoid sinking to the low 
level of the unenlightened public and hoping to fulfill the aims and ideals 
of the library, tries to follow a ,constructive and positive book selection. 

In any library there are enough books to read. All we ask of the public 
is that they remain sympathetic and open to the possibility that among the 
hundreds of books there might be a particular type, unknown at the moment, 
but which if known would perhaps appeal to them. After all, one of the 
library’ s fundamental aims is to cater to the worthwhile interests of the 
public, widening and developing them and where necessary even creating new 
ones. (The contentious might quibble over what is worthwhile but there can 
be no disputing that anything that is satisfying, elevating, stimulating and 
creative is good enough). The librarian attempts to perform the task by 
means of lectures and discussions, films, book reviews and especially dis- 
plays using modern advertising techniques. Publishers co-operate by 
attractive bookjackets shown to the best advantage in our service in plastic 
jackets on suitable shelves in attractively laid out libraries. No wonder 
that a great many open-minded people pick up a tempting book, which they 
often enjoy - bearing out the theory that a number just read what is made 





readily available. 

But for the unsatisfied few who despite all the efforts of the librarian 
never find a thing to read - try any attractive book in a similar genre. 
If you like family novels why not sample the light biographies of mothers 
and housewives in interesting circumstances; if adventure is your field why 
not exploration and travel, and if science fiction enthralls you, try the 
Simpler descriptions of our technological progress This applies equally 
well the other way round and is only a mere hint of what scope there is. 
And don’t despair if you draw a blank the first time. You will only be le- 
gitimately justified in giving up at the third or fourth attempt

Benewens boeke prosesseer en versprei die Biblioteekdiens ook oudio- 
visuele materiaal, soos kleur-kunsafdrukke, bioskoopfilms van allerlei aard, 
asook musiek- en spraakplate.

PORT ELIZABETH 


As its contribution to the Union Festival celebrations in Port 
Elizabeth, the Cape Provincial Library Service was invited to sub 
mit a float for the Union Day procession The library artist and 
her assistant went to Port Elizabeth ten days before the event to 
design and build the float. The Roads Camp lent their lorry - an 
enormous one nearly thirty foot long, and also their carpenter who 
built the wooden framework. 

The float was built in the form of a huge book with the leaves 
spread out along the sides. As the library has not yet had ’ Fifty 
Years of Progress’ the must suitable slogan connecting the Union 
with libraries seemed * South Africa Needs Books’...(on the cover), 
followed by important factors which go toward the development of a 
nation: ’ Agriculture’, ’ Industry’, * Science’, ’Education’, ’Leisure’. 
The cover was dark red with yellow-gold lettering and on the spine 
stood ’Support Your Library’. The pages were white with black 
* type’ and the subject emblems were painted in dark blue, grey, 
yellow, and red. Afrikaans and English were on alternate sides. 
The lorry had to be completely enclosed hence the rather box-like 
appearance - with no gaps.

The driver, to get in, had to climb up the float by ladder, then down again 
into the cab where he and his assistant were imprismed for the whole morn- 
ing equipped with their lunch and a fire extinguisher! 

The float left the Roads Camp before dawn to travel on a clear road to 
Kings Beach The procession started just after 9 in the morning and covered 
a route of twelve miles ending at the showground. It was a beautiful day 
and a tremendous crowd collected to see the floats. One newspaper reported 
that not since the Royal visit in 1947 had such a large number of people 
turned out to see a Port Elizabeth event.

The display dealt with many aspects of South African history In a promi- 
nent position was a picture of Jan van Riebeeck. Books displayed in this 
section were:- THE FIRST SOUTH AFRICANS by M.W. Spilhaus; DIE KASTEEL EN 
ANDER VROEGR KAAPSE VESTINGWERKE 1652-1713 by A.C. Ras; DIE HOOGGEREGSHOF 
GEBOU by 0. Geyser, and LEEUWENHOF by A.J.B. de Klerk. 

Two maps, one of the Great Trek and the other depicting the history of 
South Africa, formed the background to this section of the display. 

The books chosen for the Ethnological Section dealt with groups such as 
the Zulu, Basuto, Griqua, Bushmen and the Cape Malays. A typical South 
African flower arrangement was placed in a bamboo tray woven by a native of 
Natal. The arrangement included a mealie and a pumpkin, the staple foods of 
the native, beadwork of the Basuto and Xhosa and an assegai, knife and pipe 
made by the natives of Natal (see photograph) 

In the section "Les Huguenots" was a picture of the Huguenot Memorial, and 
a pictorial souvenir of the 1952 Van Riebeeck Festival. This section was 
built up with the help of information contributed by local citizens 

A display cabinet contained souvenirs of British and German Settlers: 
among them a doli, now 100 years old, made by the daughter of a British 
Settler, and a wagon with oxen owned by a local German family of the books 
displayed along with these, some were private property lent for the occasion, 
and the rest were drawn from the library’ s own stock. 

Books depicting various cities in the Union were to be seen in the section 
entitled "Ons Land - Beautiful South Africa". 

Several scrap books were on display. The one compiled by the librarian 
showed photographs of the migration of the Voortrekkers, the Voortrekker 
Monument, the Taalfees and the van Riebeeck Festival. Framed pictures of 
the six Prime Ministers since Union were accompanied by biographical notes.

CAPE LIBRARIES PLAY NEW THEATRICAL ROLE 


Libraries in the Cape Province are no longer places where members only 
consult or borrow books They are becoming centres of culture, catering for 
the literary, musical, artistic and dramatic needs of the community. 

This was stated in Port Elizabeth by Mr. Laurie van der Merwe, Regional 
Manager of the Cape Western Branch of the National Theatre Organisation. 
Mr. Van der Merwe is directing the N.T.0. Library Players, who will give 
acted readings of August Strindberg’s "Miss Julie" in 18 libraries in the 
Eastern Province 

Mr. Van der Merwe said libraries, particularly in small towns, should be 
centres of musical evenings and play readings, and where it would be possi- 
ble to form library play-reading groups, borrow prints of famous paintings 
for study, and hold literary, music or theatrical discussions. 

He said that Mr. T. Friis, Director of the Cape Province Library Ser- 
vices, was largely responsible for modern trends in library services 

Mr. Van der Merwe added that N.T.0O. Library Players were unique because 
they were the only professional theatrical group in the world assisting such 
a library scheme 

The Library Players have three aims. 

"We want to bring theatre to members of the library. After the readings 
the audience will be able to discuss the plays with the actors 

"Secondly we want to encourage libraries to form their own play~reading 
groups and present series of readings between our visits. 

"From a playwright’s point of view we will present new plays and see what 
audiences think of them Audiences -and actors will then be able to decide 
whether the play has a chance of success, they can suggest improvements, and 
the author will be saved the cost of a full-scale production to find whether 
his play is worthwhile" 

The Library Play Reading Scheme was launched in the Western Cape. Two 
plays have been presented. They are "No Exit" by Jean Paul Sartre and "Mag 
ek saam speel", Laurie van der Merwe’s own translation of a French play by 
Marcel Achard

John Newbery was a self-made man, rising from a printer’s apprentice to 
the position of publisher, author and pharmacist. He was the first one to 
realise that children had no stories of their own, so he attempted to remedy 
this deficiency At "The Sign of the Bible and Sun" in Saint Paul’s church- 
yard in London, where his publishing office was situated, he published over 
one hundred titles The books were small in size, 3"x4", they were bound in 
paste~board and covered in pretty flowery paper They had crude woodcuts 
and were sold cheaply, none for more than 6d and they were a blessing com- 
pared with what the children had been given up till then. Newbery was to be 
known as "The Father of Children’s Books" and the American Library Associa- 
tion has honoured him by using his name for their medal which has been award- 
ed since 192
